CHILDREN’S  AID  SOCIETY. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Napanee 
Childrens’  Aid  Society  held  in  the  town 
hall  on  Tneadav  evening,  Nov.  7tb  was  not 
characterized  by  a  large  attendance,  bat  it 
was  visible  that  those  present  were  deeply 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  society. 

The  president,  Mr.  Stephen  Qibson 
presented  in  a  few  opining  remarks  the 
work  accomplished  by  the  society  during 
the  few  months  it  baa  been  in  existence, 
retering  to  the  marked  decrease  in  the 
number  of  children  begging  about  our 
town,  as  well  as  homes  having  been  secured 
for  several  children. 

The  Secretary's  report  was  then  read  by 
Mr.  F.  L.  Hooper  as  follows  : 

The  Children’s  Aid  Society  was  organized 
on  Deo.  2nd  1898,  the  following  odioera 
being  appointed  :  President,  Mr.  Stephen 
Qibson  ;  let  Vice- Pres.,  Mrs.  Thoa^  Sym 
iiigton  ;  2Qd  Vice-President,  Mr.  M.  S 
Madole ;  Secretary,  Mr7  F.  L.  Hooper  ; 
Tieasnrcr,  Mr.  Uriah  Wilson.  The  Board 
of  Management  consisting  of  fonr  represent 
atives  from  each  denomination  is  as  follows  : 
Dr  Symington,  Mrs.  James  Gault,  Mr. 
W.  Templeton,  Mr.  A.  Alexander,  Mias 
Maggie  Shirley,  Mrs.  Kerr,  Mr.  Dudley 
Mill,  Mr.  U.  L.  Herring,  Mrs.  A.  McNeil, 
Mrs.  E.  MoGurn,  Mr.  D.  J  Hogan,  Mr.  .7ohn 
MoKenty,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Grange,  Mrs. 
Sydney  Warner,  Mr.  Thos.  Jamieson,  Dr. 
Cowan,  Mrs.  Freeman  Lane.  Mrs  W.  T. 
Gibbard,  Mr.  A.  E.  Paul,  Mr.  E  W.  Soolt. 
Having  obtained  incorporation  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  the  organization  of  the  society  was 
accomplished  on  the  evening  of  February 
Gtb,  and  since  that  time  the  Board  of 
Management  have  held  four  regular 
monthly  meetings  with  good  attendance 
there  being  but  two  meetings  called  witbont 
a  (juorom,  doe  largely  to  conflicting  with 
other  gatherings  which  it  seems  almost 
impossible  to  itvoid. 

Considering  the  age  of  the  society  we 
have  every  reason  to  be  encouraged  with 
what  has  been  accomplished.  Hemes  have 
been  secured  for  four  children,  two  in 
Lennox  Connty,  one  in  Dnndas  County 
and  one  in  Uxbridge  C-ounty.  lieports 
from  these  show  the  children  to  be  highly 
prized  by  their  foster  parents  and  sur¬ 
rounded  by  influences  which  will  be  pro- 
dnetive  of  good  lives. 

The  society  recognizing  the  inefliciency 
the  former  trnant  oflicers  has  secured  from 
the  town  council  a  new  appointment  in  the 
person  of  Chief  Adams.  We  are  glud  to 
say  that  this  oflioer  did  not  iHKieive  bis 
appointment  as  a  casual  occurance,  neither 
as  an  honorary  position.  Buflloe  it  to  say 
that  all  the  school  children  who  are  in  the 
habit  of  playing  truant  are  well  aware  of 
bis  existence. 

Our  expenses  being  small  this  year  con¬ 
tributions  have  not  been  solicited,  there 
being  sufficient  funds  from  the  member¬ 
ship  fees  paid  in  to  meet  all  expenses  in- 
onrred. 

The  children  already  placed  in  homes 
have  been  given  to  the  charge  of  the 
society,  but  the  time  has  now  arrived  when 
in  the  best  interests  of  some  of  the  children 
of  oar  town  the  society  will  be  obliged  te 
secure  their  possession  through, the  Magis 
sratA  or  Jaage.  The  heads  of  i^veral 
families  have  been  informed  by  the  agent 
the  pnrpoee  of  the  society  anrl  the  conse 
quences  of  parental  neglect,  hoping  that 
such  notices  would  Btimulate  them  to 
a  greater  sense  of  their  duty. 

The  society  wishes  to  aoknowledgc  its 
indebtedness  to  the  Mayor  aud  coun-  il  for 
the  use  of  the  council  clumber  and  also  lo 
express  its  high  appreciation  of  the  a^Hist 
ancerendered  by  the  present  (.’hief  of  Po¬ 
lice.

SLAUGHTER  OF  BOERS. 

They  Attack  Mafeking,  But  Are  Dri= 
ven  Back  With  Frightful  Losses 

Boers  Also  Suffer  at  Colenso— Caught  Between  Two 
Fires  the  Enemy  Suffered  Terribly--Annihilated 
Almost  to  a  Man— The  British  Loss  Was  Very 
Small— Boer  Treachery  Punished. 


A  despatch  from.  Orange  River  Sta- 
lion,  says: — (By  despatch  rider  from 
M-ifeking)— The  Boers  bombarded  ihe 
camp  and  towni  for  36  hours. 

They  threw  in  300  shells,  and  did  not 
cease  firing  till  the  evening  of  October 
25lii, 

Duiing  the  long'bombardment  of  the 
town  by  the,  Boers  only  four  English 
soldiers  were  wounded.

Wail,  said  Christian  philo,sophy  ;  and 
in  18''8.  in  the  south-western  i«art  of 
this  country,  Christian  men  went  out 
to  .•x.ainine  the  march  of  the  locusts.

If  the  wind  rises, 
the  locusts  drop,  and  then  rise  up 
again  after  it  has  gone  down,  taking 
the^iime  line  of  m:irch.  not  varying  a 
foot.  The  old  Bible  is  right  every 
time,  when  it  speaks  of  locusts  coming 
like  an  army;  worlrlly  philosophy- 
said;  “All  that  story  about  the  light 
turned  as  clay  to  the  seal  is  simply  an 
absurdity.”  Old  time  worldly  phi'oso- 
phyt  "the  light  comes  straight.”  Chris¬ 
tian  philosophy  says  wail  a  little;  and 
it  goes  on.  and  makes  discoveries,  and 
finds  that  the  atmosphere  curves  and 
bends  the  rays  of  light  around  the 
t.irth  literally  “as  the  clay  to  the 
,»eal.”  The  Bible  right  again;  worldly 
•ibilosophy  wrong  again.  “Oh,”  says 
Worldly  philosophy,  all  that  allusion  in 
Job  about  the  foundation  of  the  earth 
Is  simply  an  absurdity.”  “Where  wast 
thou.”  says  God,  "when  I  set  the 
foundations  of  the  earth?”  The  earth 
has  no  foundations!  Christian  philoso¬ 
phy  comes  and  finds  that  the  word  ns 
translated  "foundations”  may  be  bet¬ 
ter  translated  "sockets.”

The 
fat  absorbs  a  very  strong  odor  of  the 
flowers,  that  have  been  immersed  in 
it.  The  finest  process  in  the  extrac¬ 
tion  of  odors  is  the  absorption  method, 
or  as  the  French  call  it,  enfleurage. 
Unlike  those  processes  already  men¬ 
tioned  it  is  conducted  at  a  low  tem¬ 
perature.  Frames  like  window  pash- 
3  are.  used,  the  glass  being  covered 
with  a  thin  layer  of  fat,  perhaps  a 
quarter  of  an  inch  thick.  The  fresh 
flowers  are  sprinkled  on  the  fat  and 
are  renewed  every  day  or  so  as  long 
as  the  season  for  the  flowers  lasts. 
The  Riled  frames  are  put  in  tiers  so 
that  all  the  flowers  are,  as  U  were, 
inclosed  in  a  chamber,  whose  floor  and 
celling  are  formed  of  fat.  This,  as 
in  the  case  of  the  hot  melted  fat, 
absorbs  the  odors  of  the  flowers.

MR.  TARTB  AND  THE  EMPIRE. 

So  much  space  has  been  occupied  in 
the  Opposition  press  in  discussing  the 
supposed  attitude  of  the  Minister  of 
Public  Works  in  the  matter  of  the 
Transvaal  contingent,  that  the  general 
public  may  be  excused  if  it  has  become 
somewhat  confused  as  to  the  facts. 
The  point  at  issue  is  a  very  simple  one 
and  should  not  at  any  time  have  been 
misunderstood.  Mr.  Tarte  himself 
states  the  case  plainly  and  tersely  in 
the  course  of  a  letter  to  a  gentleman  in 
Toronto  published  two  or  three  days 
ago.  He  says  in  part,  “What  I  object 
to  is,  that  we  are  called  upon  to  raise 
troops  and  to  pay  money  without  hav¬ 
ing  any  right  whatever  of  represent¬ 
ation  in|imperial  politics.  I  feel  that 
such  a  policy  will  bring  undoubtedly 
dissatisfaction  and  mistrust ;  it  can¬ 
not  be  otherwise.  It  is  very  well  to 
sa^'  that  the  people  of  Canada  or  of 
Ollier  colonies,  have  this  time  made  a 
voluntary  offer.  In  point  of  fact,  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  colonies  has 
sent  a  circular  to  all  the  colonies  the 
meaning  of  which  is  an  invitation  to 
to  send  troops.  In  my  opinion,  such 
an  invitation  means  practically  a 
request.  Well  if  we  have  to  take  our 
share  in  the  wars  of  England,  let  us 
have  a  word  to  s&y  about  it. 

A  REASONABLE  PROPOSITION. 

•Tbe  people  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec  are  just  as  loyal  as  their 
fellow-citizens  of  other  origins.  But 
you  must  not  forget  that,  being  a 
minority  they  are  perhaps  more  anx- 
OU8  than  their  English  friends  to 
stick  to  the  Canadian  constitution,  as 
it  lias  been  understood  and  practised 
jp  to  this  day.  I  bare  .  o:  the  e light¬ 
est  doubt  that  they  would  not  object 
to  closer  relations  with  England,  pro¬ 
vided  this  country  obtains  fair 
representation.  I  think  it  would  be 
more  advisable  for  the  Canadian 
]tcople  to  discuss  calmly  the  situation 
than  to  accuse  each  other  of  dis¬ 
loyalty.” 

This  is  a  reasonable  proposition 
surely, — but  unfortunately  other  views 
have  been  imputed  to  Mr.  Tarte,  views 
which  he  never  held  nor  gave  utter¬ 
ance  to.

The  harvest  will  notClikely 
affect  the  demand  for  the  limited 
amount  of  Manitoba  flour  which  now 
exists.  Mr.  L^rke  pays  some  attention 
to  the  question  of  colonial  agencies  in 
London,  and  while  he  does  not  dis¬ 
courage  Canadians  from  dealing  with 
them,  he  says  he  has  so  far  failed  to 
find  any  market  value  secured  by  them 
for  Canadian  trade.  Mr.  Larke  men¬ 
tions  that  the  exports  from  Fiji  to 
Canada  last  year  reached  a  value  of 
$50,840.  He  thinks  that  Canadians 
should  endeavor  to  cultivate  the  Fijian 
market  more. 

TUB  CRY  IS  “STILL  THEY  COME.” 

Although  the  season  is  far  advanced, 
the  tide  of  immigration  continues  un- 
abatiug.  over  1000  sturdy  settlers 
arriving  in  Montreal  ot  Monday  and 
Tuesday  of  this  week.  The  new 
arrivals  were  mostly  English,  Scotch, 
and  Irish,  but  there  were  also  a  num¬ 
ber  of  French,  Norwegians,  Swiss, 
Galicians,  Finns,  Austrians  and 
Russians. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  unprece¬ 
dented  activity  in  this  branch  of  the 
coumry’s  development,  when  the 
season’s  figures  are  finally  made  up, 
they  will  be  found  to  be  far  in  excess 
of  anything  previously  recorded. 
Lack  of  population  has  always  been 
the  greatest  hinderance  to  our 
country’s  development,  but  the  intelli¬ 
gent,  aggressive  policy  of  the  present 
Minister  of  the  Interior  is  overcoming 
the  obstacle  at  a  rate  which,  a  few 
years  ago,  appeared  altogether  impos¬ 
sible.  Nor  has  the  Department  arrived 
at  the  end  of  its  resources.  New  plans 
for  yet  greater  development  in  the 
future  are  being  rapidly  matured,  and 
it  is  safe  to  pr^ict  that  the  immediate 
fiUure  will  heavily  discount  even  the 
splended  work  of  the  past  two  or  three 
seasons.

HEROIC  DUTCH  BOYS. 


Whr  France’s  Conquest  of  Antwerp 
Ia  larnored  by  French  Writers. 

“Obstinate  and  brave  aa  a  Dutchman” 
was  a  familiar  term  iu  Frfffice  75  years 
ago,  when  a  handful  of  doggedly  deter¬ 
mined  and  fearless  boy  Hollanders  gave 
one  more  proof  of  what  Dutch  courage 
really  means. 

It  was  in  September,  1830,  that  Belgi¬ 
um,  which  for  IG  yeai'S  had  been  under 
the  rule  of  a  Dutch  king,  rose  in  revolt 
and  demanded  the  aid  of  the  other  Euro¬ 
pean  powers  in  establishing  her  inde¬ 
pendence  and  a  setting  up  of  a  king  of 
her  own. 

As  may  well  be  imagined,  the  Dutch 
took  those  proceedings  very  much  to 
heart,  hut  a  very  excellent  army  was  or¬ 
ganized  and  the  French  government  sent 
Marshal  Cerard  and  General  St.  Ayr, 
with  73,000  picked  soldiers  of  the  grand 
arm.v,  to  s<jj»  that  the  Dutch  were  turned 
out  of  Belgium,  bag  and  baggage. 

M.nrshnI  Gerard  at  once  called  upon  the 
garrison  in  the  citadel  of  Antwerp  to 
surrender.  This  was  on  Nov.  21),  and  im¬ 
agine  the  surprise  of  both  French  and 
Belgians  when  General  Chn.s.se,  the 
Dutch  commander  of  this  fortress,  invit¬ 
ed  his  enemies  to  come  and  take  it. 

Marshal  Gerard  wnined  General 
riiasse  that  he  would  besiege  and  bom¬ 
bard  the  citadel.  “Besiege  away,”  was 
the  gallant  Dutchman’s  reply,  though  he 
h.ad  only  4, .500  men  iind»-r  him,  while  out¬ 
side  the  walls  bis  enemies  numbered

■Is  Bxserlewee  la  Shortealagr  the 
Les*  et  the  Table. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Alden  discourses  In  his  moit 
amuBing  style  upon  emateur  carpentar* 
ing  la  Pearson*!  Magaxine.  **There  pre- 
Tails,*'  he  says,  ”a  superstition  among 
people  of  an  economical  turn  of  mind 
that  vast  sums  of  money  can  be  saved 
every  year  by  a  householder  who  has  a 
few  carpenter’s  tools  and  fancies  that  he 
can  mend  broken  tables  and  chairs  and 
can  mannfacture  articles  of  furniture. 
Experience  has  demonstrated  times  with* 
ont  number  that,  next  to  drink,  the  ama* 
tenr  carpenter  habit  is  the  moat  expen- 
sive  and  ruinoas  habit  in  which  a  man 
can  indulge,  but  experience  has  not  the 
slightest  influence  in  checking  the  habit. 

”The  householder  who  brings  a  saw,  a 
hammer,  a  plane  and  a  gimlet  into  hit 
house  is  lost.  He  will  iuevitably  proceed 
to  use  these  implements  of  destruction 
until  he  has  ruin^  his  entire  stock  of  fnr* 
niture  and  brought  bimself  to  the  verge 
of  bankruptcy.  1  have  known  an  honest 
and  upright  man  to  provide  himself  with 
carpenter’s  tools  and  then  to  begin  an 
unprovoked  assault  upon  a  table,  one  leg 
of  which  happened  to  be  an  infinitesimal 
part  of  an  inch  shorter  than  the  other 
legB. 

"Beginning  at  9  o’clock  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  that  unhappy  man  successively  short¬ 
ened  every  other  leg  of  the  table  in  the 
vain  hope  of  bringing  them  all  to  the 
same  length.  Of  course  the  more  he  used 
his  saw  the  more  widely  the  four  legs 
deviated  from  uniformity,  but  the  man, 
encouraged  by  a  misguided  wife,  contin¬ 
ued  to  saw  off  bits  of  the  legs  nntil  at 
noon  the  fop  of  that  table  bad  l)een 
brought  within  eight  inches  of  the  floor 
and  the  difference  in  length  between  the 
longest  and  shortest  leg  was  fully  two 
inches. 

"Nevertbeless  this  clear  demonstration 
of  the  evils  of  amateur  carpentery  had 
no  effect  upon  the  man.  He  concealed 
the  evidence  of  his  guilt  in  the  garret  and 
the  next  day  began  upon  a  chest  of  draw¬ 
ers  with  the  profess^  intention  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  drawers  fit  perfectly.  By  night 
that  cheat  of  drawers  was  a  bopelcas 
wreck,  and  only  that  very  evening  the 
man’s  wife  remarked  to  her  next  door 
neighbor  that  her  husband  was  so  handy 
with  carpenter’s  tools  that  he  had  saved  a 
lot  of  money  by  doing  his  own  mendiug.”

Hurrllilc  HltOM  of  the  .NmiIvom  In  lli^  IJn- 
known  interior. 

Prof.  Baldwin  Si)enoer,  and  F.  J.  Lil- 
len  explorers,  have  returned  from 
Central  Australia  with  material  for  a 
book  upon  people  never  before  visit¬ 
ed  by  white  men. 

These  Central  Australians  have  to¬ 
tems,  like  the  Aias<^aa  Indians.  Every 
native  is  boru  into  the  clan  whose  to¬ 
tem  is  the  sun,  the  moon,  the  east 
w'iud,  the  bear,  the  kari-kari  tree. 

The  young  savage’s  totem  and  clan 
aje  not  necessarily  the  same  as  thu.se 
of  his  father.  Before  sharing  the  full 
fellowship  of  his  tribe  he  must  pass 
through  revolting  ipUiation  ceremon¬ 
ies.

The  appointment  of  Lieut,-Genera]

w^hom  the  reading  public  knows  little. 
Buller  is  60  yeajrs  old,  and  during  hie 
axmy  life  has  served  with  distinction 
in  China,  through  the  Zulu  war,  tha 
Ashanti  war,  the  Egyptian  war,  th« 
campaign  of  1884-^  in  the  Soudan,  and 
the  former  waj  with  the  Boers,  but  in 
acme  of  these  conflicts  was  his  com¬ 
mand  differentiated  from  that  of  other# 
to  a  sufficient  degree  to  give  him  prom¬ 
inence  as  a  general,  and  consequent' 
ly  no  small  share  of  the  credit  t€ 
w'hich  he  was  perhaps  entitled,  wai 
given  to  others,  possibly  no  more  de¬ 
serving,  but  more  prominent  by  rear 
son  of  position. 

Buller  is  described  as  s  silent  man,

In  other  words, 
he  is  the  tyi>ically  succes.sful  general, 
cold-blooded,  regarding  the  lives  ol 
men  as  means  to  an  end,  regretting 
the  loss  of  soldiers  in  ba^ttle,  not  or 
aceount  of  the  men;  but  from  the  fact 
that  it  diminishes  the  number  of  hie 
effective  force;  puuctilious  in  duly 
and  demanding  that  everyone  else

Silent  men  in  ix>sitions  of 
power  and  influence  always  do.  'flie 
mail  of  action  is  not  always  silent  the 
silent  man  is  not  always  a  man  of  ac¬ 
tion,  but  when  he  is.  w  hen  his  mentnl 
energy  takes  the  form  of  deeds  rath¬ 
er  thjui  of  words  he  is  tolerably  sure  of 
accomplishing  something  which  the 
world  w'ill  find  it  worth  w^hile  to  re¬ 
member.  The  silent  men,  while  them¬ 
selves  speaking  little,  are  a  source  of 
inspiration  to  the  talkers,  for  so  na¬ 
tural  is  it,  hnd  so  much  ea.sier  for  men 
to  translate  thought  into  language 
rather  than  into  aefion,  that  t  he  s. lent 
man  becoones  morS’conspicuous  by  his 
taciturnity  than  ijfe  could  possibly  lie 
by  the  exercise  ^  aTly  .^ift  of  siteech 
that  might  belong  to  him. 

SILENT  MEN. 

The  history  of  the  world  has  been 
made  by  silent  men,  who  like,  Bulier 
and  Kitchener  laid  well  their  idans, 
but  did  not  talk  of  them,  often  not 
even  to  their  inmates.  The  silent 
man  is  of  neces.sity  self-reliant,  .self- 
contained.  He  hears  with  patience  the 
views  and  opinions  of  others,  but  does 
not  impart  his  own;  he  1  stens  to  ad¬ 
vice,  but  givevi  no  hTnt  a<s  to  what  use, 
if  any,  he  inten«Is  making  the  sug- 
ge^^itions  offered.  The  talkative  man  is 
morally  certain,  some  time  or  other, 
to  make  a  slip  and  say  too  much,  or  to 
say  the  w^rong  thing,  or  the  right  thing 
at  the  wrong  time;  but  the  words  of  a 
quiet  man  are  usually  w'ell  weighed  be¬ 
fore  they  are  uttered,  thus  generally 
convey  a  deeper  significance  than  those 
of  the  talker,  who,  from  mere  force  of 
j  habit,  speaks  whether  he  has  anything 
to  say  or  not.  < 

Great  soldiers  have  generally  been 
silent  men.  The  military  life  of  it¬ 
self  is  not  conducive  to  loquacity,  for 
i  the  discipline  of  the  ranks  enforces 
j  silence,  hut  the  private  soldier  has  per- 
j  io<ls  of  relaxation,  during  w’hich  his 
tongue  may  have  free  play-  He  has 
j  no  care,  no  resiKuisibil'ty,  for  hi.s  move- 
I  raents  are  directed  by  his  officers,  and 
even  if  he  had  the  caimcily,  he  is  not 
I  i^ermitted  to  do  his  owm  thinking.  An- 
i  other  thinks  for  him,  another  tells  him 
j  what  to  do,  and  his  main  duty  is  sil¬ 
ent  obe<lience.  A  commanding  general 
is  in  a  [Kwition  where  reserve  as  en¬ 
forced  by  his  surroundings.  He  has 
I  no  equals,  and  therefore,  no  intimates, 
I  he  is  (>l)served  by  all,  and  his  slight- 
I  est  utterances  are  pondered  by  those 
'  who  hear  them,  often  distorted  into 
I  a  significance  which  he  did  not  in¬ 
tend.

When  on<v  comsideia  the  difficulty  of 
aciiuiring  even  a  "  nwlding  acquaint¬ 
ance  ”  With  two  or  three  languages,  it

the  fluency  of  a  native  in  20,  and  even 
oO,  wliange  longues.  It  is  only  a  few 
months  Since  Ur.  tmtilieb  Leiiner,  the 
most  famouk  linguist  of  this  genera¬ 
tion,  died  at  Boon,  in  Germany.  Ur. 
Leiiner,  who  acted  as  interpreter  to 
an  army  m  the  Crimean  War,  could

A  new  bacillus  has  just  been  discov¬ 
ered  by  a  noted  German  scientist  and 
his  wife.  It  is  called  Coleothrix  Meth- 
ystes,  and  was  found  by  Prof,  and 
Mrs.  Veley  in  rum  expot  red  from  Bri¬ 
tish  Guiana.  It  ruined  the  rum,  and 
the  most  interesting  feature  of  the 
disco7ery’  is  that  this  is  the  fir.st  bac¬ 
illus  found  that  can  live  in  a  fluid 
of  70  per  cent,  alcohol.  It  is  also  pe- , 
culiar  in  flourishing  best  in  the  sun¬ 
shine,  which  is  death  to  most  bac- j 
teria.  | 

Darkness  stops  the  growth  of  this! 
species,  and  90  per  cent,  of  alcohol  is  ] 
n^ded  to  kill  it.  Even  dry.ng  does  not  j 
kill  it,  so  this  is  one  of  the  most  dan- 
geroim  of  the  bacilli.  I 

It  is  su(>posed  that  it  was  due  eith-' 
er  to  the  unclean li ness  of  the  buttles 
into  which  the  rum  wias  init  or  to  thei 
caramel  sujgar  use^l  in  coloring  the* 
rum.  The  siioiling  of  the  rum  is  only 
one  of  the  effects  nf  thus  little  crea¬ 
ture  for  it  cau.see  severe  intestinal 
troubles  in  those  who  ha!r;>en  to  par¬ 
take  of  the  liquid  in  which  it  has  found 
a  home.

tion  it  being  considered  probable  that  Mr. 
Latchford  would  be  allowed  to  take  the  seat 
by  acclamation.  Hut  such  was  l  ot  the 
case.  The  Cunserative  forces  wero  marsh 
ailed  into  Hue  ueder  the  generalship  of 
Hon.  Thomas  White,  of  PetnbioKe,  and 
.Mr.  McGarry  nominated  as  the  Whitnoy 
candidate  and  opponent  of  Premier  Ross' 
Irish  Catholic  Cabinet  Minister.  It  was  a 
stiff  fight  from  start  to  finish,  the  friends 
of  both  candidates  putting  forth  their  very 
best  efforts.  When  the  returns  had  nearly 
all  been  received  Tuesday  night  it  was  cal¬ 
culated  that  Mr.  Latchford  was  victorious 
by  about  300  majority.  When  the  result 
was  made  known  the  town  of  Renfrew  fair¬ 
ly  shook  with  enthusiasm  by  Mr  Latch 
ford's  friends.  Among  the  Liberal  orators 
who  assisted  the  victor  during  th-j  cam 
paign  were  Hon.  O.  W.  Rosa,  Hon.  J.  11. 
Stratton,  Geo.  P.  Graham,  M.P  P.,  Brock 
ville;  W.C.  Caldwell,  M.  P.  P,  Messrs. 
Charles  Morphy,  Edward  Devhn  and 
Robert  Stewart.  Ottawa,  J.  R.  O'Reilly, 

Q.  C.,  Prescott,  and  several  Renfrew 
speakers. 

Shooting  Affray  at  Kingston.

Charles  Fralick,  proprietor  of  the  Uataraqni 
Driving  Park  Hotel,  Williamsville,  was 
awakened  by  a  noise  in  his  premises.  He 
immediately  went  to  the  bick  door  of  the 
hostelry,  revolver  in  hand,  and  it  being 
moonlight,  discovered  two  men  in  the  act 
of  robbing  and  killing  his  chickenR.  On 
reaching  the  hen  house  one  of  the  inti  uders 
was  emerging  from  it  and  Fraliok  fired 
at  him,  the  other  disappearing  from  view. 
The  latter  then  dressed  and  with  bis  boy 
went  out  to  take  a  survey  of  the  situation, 
and  discovered  the  dead  body  of  a  man 
lying  beside  the  fence.  The  victim  proved 
to  be  John  James,  a  well  known  young 
man  of  Eingston,  who  appears  to  have 
made  his  way  to  the  spot  where  the  body 
was  found  after  the  fatal  shot  wfis  fired. 
On  further  investigation  maliok  found  a 
large  number  of  bis  game  fowl  slaughtered 
in  the  coop.  When  Fralick  returned  to 
the  hotel  he  at  once  determined  to  place 
himself  in  the  hands  of  the  authorities. 
He  arrived  at  the  police  station  nt  5:2' i 
a.m.,  related  his  version  of  the  tragedy  to 
Sergeant.  Nesbitt,  considered  himself  under 
arrest,  and  was  placed  in  a  cell.  The  body 
of  the  unfortunate  young  man  was  removed 
to  Corbett’s  undertaking  establishment, 
where  it  remained  until  view’ed  by  the 
coroner’s  jury.  A  coroner’s  jury  was  om 
panelled  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
after  hearing  the  evience,  brought  in  a 
verdict  of  jnstifiable  homicide. 


Death  of  Charlie  Trimble. 

Last  week  Mr.  Thomas  Trimble  received 
word  of  the  death  of  his  son  Charles  J.  at 
Johannesbnrgh,  South  Africa.  By  a 
terrible  accident  one  of  Napanee’e  brightest 
yoong  men  ended  a  very  promising  career. 
According  to  the  Johannesburg  papers, 
]ost  to  hand,  Mr.  Trimble,  who  was 
manager  of  one  of  the  important  depart¬ 
ments  in  the  “Crown  Reef”  gold  mine 
there  was  busily  engaged  in  some  work  at 
the  mine  when  a  revolver  fell  from  his 
pocket  and  accidentally  discharged.  The 
charge  entered  his  abdomen  with  such 
fatal  eflect  that  he  died  the  next  day.  The 
accident  occurred  on  the  night  of  October 
5th.  With  as  little  delay  as  possible  he 
was  conveyed  to  the  hospital  and  efforts 
were  made  to  locate  and  extract  the  bullet, 
but  without  success.  The  Johannesburg 
papers  speak  very  highly  of  our  former 
well  known  Napanee  boy.  One  says  ; 
Mr.  Trimble  was  about  2G  years  of  age  and 
during  the  six  years  he  resided  in  this 
country  he  has  been  much  esteemed  by 
acquaintances  as  a  warm  and  upright 
friend,  whilst  he  was  held  in  the  greatest 
respect  and  regard  by  his  employcrn,  as 
well  aa  those  who  worked  under  him 
Another  says  ;  “  He  was  a  brigut  and  well- 

set-np  young  fellow,  of  2fi  vears.  The 
funeral  cortege  left  the  Government 
mortuary  a  little  after  three  o'clock  this 
afternoon.  The  service  at  the  grave  was 
performed  by  the  Rev.  Father  DeLacey, 
and  there  were  touching  expressions  of 
regret  from  deceased’s  friends.  A  lovely 
tribute  was  sent  by  the  employees  of  the 
Crown  Reef  Gold  Mine  Co.,  with  whom 
the  deceased  was  a  great  favorite.  Among 
those  present  were  representatives  of 
Crown  Reef  and  other  mines.”  The  many 
friends  of  Mr.  and  Mrs  Trimble  deeply 
sympathize  with  them  in  their  terrible 
bereavement.
